The offering of blood sacrifices 
was practiced by the men of God 
fromthe earliest history, and 
was finally incorporated in the 
law of Moses. All these sacri- 
fices pointed to and typified the 
one great blood sacrifice on Oal- 
vary. Itis the blood of Jesus, 
which was shed for many, that 
we desire to honor im this short 
article. 

As it is by the blood of Jesus 
that we are justified (Rom. 5 
9.), and by the same blood we 
are sanctified (Heb. 13:12.), and 
cleansed (1 John 1:7.) it is hard- 
ly probable that we can over es- 
timate its value and power, or 
speak too highly in praise and 
adoration of its efficiency. 
Truly, the matter of the salva- 
tion of man is a mystery, com- 
ing as it does through the blood 
of Jesus, but Paul acknowledges 
this when he exclaims, ‘‘And 
without controversy great is the 
mystery of godliness.”

The truth of cleansing the 
heart by the blood of Jesus 
subsequent to having our sins 
forgiven is illustrated in many 
ways by the sacrifices and cere- 
monies described in the law of 
Moses, but one that makes it as 
clear as any is the one in refer- 
ence to the two goats the live goat 
that is sent away, and the one 
that wasslain. Moses gives the 
ceremony thus: ‘‘And he shall 
take the two goats, and present 
them before the Lord, at the 
door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. And Aaron shall 
cast lots upon the two goats; one 
lot for the Lord, and the other 
lot for the scapegoat.’’(Lev.16: 
7,8.) Then when the ceremony 
was concluded that cleansed the 
tabernacle and altar, the live 
goat was brought(the other one 
having already been slain await- 
the further ceremonies). And 
‘‘Aaron shall lay both his hands 


and confess over him all the 
iniquitios of the children of 
Israel, and all their transgres- 
sions in all their sins, putting 
them upon the head of the goat, 


and sha!l send him away by the 
hand of a fit maninto the wilder. 


ness: And the goat shall bear 
upon him all their iniquities unto 
aland not inhabited: And he 
shall let go the goat in the 
wilderness.” (Ley. 16:21,22 


This is in perfect harmony 
with other Scriptures. ‘‘As far 
as the east is from the west, so 
far hath he removed our 
transgressions from us.’’(Ps.1038: 
2.) ‘‘If we confesss our sins he 
is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins.’’?(1 John 1:9.)‘*Who his 
own self bare our sins in his own 
body on the tree.’’(1 Peter 2:24.) 
There was the first goat slain 
awaiting further ceremonies, 
and the second goat carrying the 
sins away into the unknown, 
Jesus is to us both the slain 
goat and the scapegoat. 


Now watch the analogy as we 


the scapegoat. by confessing the 
sins of the people. We lay our 
sins on Jesus by confessing them. 
The scapegoat. carried the sins 
away into the wilderness—a 
desolate place. Jesus bore our 
sins in His body that was laid in 
the tomb—a desolate place. 


Now that the sins are gone, 
borne away by the sécapegoat, 
and the blood was offered which 
made the atonement, let us now 
return to the goat that was slain 
awaiting the furtherceremonies.

Here is a clear statement that 
shows the power of the blood to 
sanctify. And as a _ reason for 
urging us to go out to Jesus and | 


his 


writer says, ‘‘For here we have 
no continuing city, but we seek 
one to come.’’(Heb.13:14.) In 
other words he shows that this 
world is not our home, and in 
order to inherit the home to 
come, it requires the experience 
of sanctification. And _ this 
agrees With the statement of 
Paul where he says, ‘‘And now, 
brethren, | commend you to God, 
and to the word of his grace, 
which is able to build you up, 
and to give you an inheritance 
among all them th:t are sancti- 
fied.( Acts 20:32.) 

The home or city described by 
the writer of Hebrews, and also 
by Paul, is to be occupied only 
by santtified people. And this 
kind of sanctification that is ob- 
tained by the blood of Jesus 
subsequent to the taking away 
of all sins. Remember that in 
the description under the law 
the sins were to be sent away on 
the head of the scapegoat first, 
and then the remains ot the slain 
goat were burned outside the 
camp that typifies the place 
where Jesus died that He might 
sanctify the people with His 
own blood, 


This analogy is so plain and 
conclusive that it cannot be 
successfully contradicted by any 
who are free from prejudice or 
selfwill. The statement made 
by Paul can be very truly 
applied here: ‘But if our gospel 
be hid, it is hid to them that 
are lost. (2 Cor.4:8.) It is 
evident that those who oppose 
this teaching and cannot see it 
when it is made so plain are lost, 
and they are in need of a Savior 
who serves the two-fold purpose 
of being both the slain goat and 
the scapegoat.

A young man goes into busi- 
| ness for himself, and after much 
/perseverance on his part and 
yet lack of wisdom to manage 
his business successfully he finds 
himself gradually falling behind. 
Another attempt to gain some- 
thing plunges him deeper in 
debt, but this course fails also. 
He becomes discouraged and 
‘finally the law is enforced and 
ihe is ruined, His only hope is 
ito sell himself to his older 
brother as a slave and let his 
brother pay off the debts and 
thus keep him out of prison. 





The transaction 1s completed 
and the young man enters the 
service of hiselder brother. The 
work is pleasant enough, but 
there are no off days. Itis regu- 
lar every day service. No time 
for idleness, no time for play. 
After he becomes more accus- 
tomed to the new life of ser'vi- 
tude he has entered he marries 
a wife. This gives him a home 
on his brother’s plantation, and 
the wife was given him by his 
brother. He is now compari- 
tively happy and moves along 
nicely although he is not free. 
He is the property of. his older 
brother. 


Time goes on and a beautiful 
little babe comes into the home 
to make it brighter and to make 
the ties of home life more bind- 
ing and firm. Then alittle later 
another and then another and 
by this time the yonng man is 
becoming accustomed to his life 


of servitude and his older 
brother has been good to him 
and heaped upon him many 


blessings. At last he receives 
word that the law says that in 
the seventh year of this servi- 
tude asa slave ‘the shall go out 
free for nothing. If he came in 
by himself, he shall go out by 
himself: If he were married, 
then his wife shall go out with 
him. If his master have given 
him a wife, and she have born 
him sons or daughters; the wife 
and her children shall be her 
master’s, and he shall go out by 
himiself.’?

This is his 
own decision after considerable 
reflection and consideration. 
Without further appeal or ex- 
planation he now surrenders 
himself uncompromisingly to 
his master for whatever may 
follow. When he first entered 
into his brother’s service he was 
forced to do it or go to prison, 
But not so now. This time he is 
not forced to serve his brother 
but willingly volunteers his ser- 
vice with no exceptions. 

Then what follows? ‘Then 
his master shall bring him to the 
judges; he shall also bring him 
to the door, or unto the door post, 
and his master shall bore his 
ear through with an awl; and 
he chall serve him  forever.”’ 
(Ex. 21:6.) There is the end of 
it. He was aslave before, be- 
cause he was forced to be; but 
now he becomes a love-slave, and 
made his own deliberate deci- 
sion about entering into it. 


Now get the lesson. As a 
sinner you are in debt to God. 
(Math. 6:12.) The debt you 
cannot pay. (Math5:25.) You 
are bound to go to prison unless 
the debt is paid. Jesus, your 
elder brother, agrees to pay that 
debt if you will serve Him. 
You accept Him and your sins 
(debt) are rolled away. You 
are now a servent of Jesus who 
is your master. You enter life 
anew. The old life of sin has 
been a failure. All things have 
become new. 

After a little time the news 
reaches your ears of a higher life ; 
alife of love and freedom. The 
preacher tells you that you can be 
sanctified wholly so that you 
will have no desire to run away 
from your Master. And _ al- 
though it will require a deeper 
consecration to enter the beau- 
tiful life of freedom, it is much 
more pleasant and will enable 
to obtain 


you an inheritance 
among them that are sancti- 
fied. 


As the message continues to 
burn its way into your being 
you finally see that it is either 
to go forward and possess the 
deeper experience or go out by 
yourself free for nothing.

FROM THE NEWSPAPERS 


Sentiment throughout the 
whole civilized world seems to 
favor the establishment of a 
Jewish state in the Holy Land. 
-The Zionist movement, that for 
solong a time seemed but the 
hopeless dream of ardent vision- 
aries filled with racial fervor, 
approaches realization. Themen 
and women who through so many 
generations longed for the restor- 
ation of the ancient glories of the 
kingdom of Judea—who, hoped 
against hope for the realization 
of their wonderful dreams—could 
not have forseen that pending 
reconstruction of the world which 
would make possible the attain- 
ment of the vision they cherish- 
ed. 

The commander of the British 
forces in Palestine, now aimost 
within sight of the city of Jeru- 
salem, in a semi-official report 
issued the middle of April, puts 
this question: ‘‘What should 
we do with Palestine thus libe- 
rated from the centuries-old 
Turkish grip??? Hehimself sup- 
plies this answer to his own 
question: ‘There can be little 
doubt that we should revive the 
Jewish Palestine of old and al- 
low the Jews to realize their 
dreams of Zion in their home 
land.”’ It was his thought 
that under the protection of 
France or Great Britain such a 
state would give the Jews a home 
land and a nationality of their 
own, and that Palestine ‘would 
become the spiritual and cultural 
center of Jewry throughout the 
world.” 

The intensity of the interest 
taken by the Jews in the pros- 
pect that unrolls was illustrated 
by their activity when the an- 
nouncement was made at Wash-, 
ington recently that among im- 
portant developments expected 
to follow the severance of diplo- 
matic relations with Turkey 
probably would be a declaration 
in favor of the erection of an 
independent Jewish state in 
Palestine. The day following 
that announcement White House 
and state department alike were 
flodded with communications 
from Jews throughout the United 
States inquiring as to its authen- 
ticity. While no official response 
has been niade to these appeals 
there is every reason to believe 
that when the map of the world 
comes to be redrawn in the great 
council that will convene at the 
war’s conclusion, the influence of 
the United States will be cast in 
support of the restoration of 
éion.—Los Angeles Tribune.

PALESTINE. 

New York, April 6.—When 


Palestine is declared a Jewish 
republic, every Jew in the Unit- 
ed States who wants to settle 
there will get free passage back 
to the Holy Land.

A PROPHEVY FROM THE DEAD. 


From the Los Angels Express 
of May 29, we cull the following, 
which is one of the most remark- 
able prophecies we have ever 
read. Wereprint it just as it 
appeared in the Express. The 
facts of the case are all given so 
that our readers can see that the 


prophecy is genuine, 
Don Sante Monti, learned 
priest of Como, Italy, who is 


president of the Como Historical 
society and director of the civic 
museum, has a_ seventeenth 
century book containing a_ col- 
lection of letters, verses in Latin 
and Italian by uncertain authors 
and other documents. The book 
evidently belonged originally to 
the writer, Paolo Giovio. 

Among other things it contains 
acurious prophecy about the 
“present war attributed to St. 
Malachy; archbishop of Armagh, 
Ireland, who died in 1148. 

The war prophecy in the Como 
book is written in Latin in the 
same hand writing as other docu- 
ments, and in all probability it 
was copied from some earlier 
manuscript in the seventeenth 
century. It is dated 1469, more 
than three centuries after St. 
Malachy’s death. There is no 
doubt, however, that the pro- 
phecy was written down 300 
years ago, and its interest is, 
therefore, undiminished despite 
the fact that it may have been 
wrongly attributed to St. Ma- 
lachy.

tau(t), and a lambda(l), will 
crush his head, and his spoils 
will be divided among the Latin 
people. 

‘‘A single instant more than 
the allotted time will not pass 
before the events above written 
come to happen.’’ 

The Rosecommon 
Herald, which publishes the fore- 
going translation, proceed to in- 
terpret it as follows: 

‘The prediction of Rumania’s 
intervention for August 28,1916, 
has come true, as this date cor- 
responds to Germany’s declara- 
tion of war against Rumania, 


jand the period during which the 


war has been in progress, namely, 
two years and one month, is also 
substantially accurate, since 
from the outbreak of the war in 
the begining of August,1914, 
to the end of August, 1916, the 
date of Rumania’s intervention, 
two years and a month passed. 

The virgin referred to in the 
prophecy is evidently meant to 
typify Italy, since the Greek 
letters composing her name cor- 
respond to two i’s two a’s a t and 
an l, which form the name 
Italia. Evidently, according to 
the prophecy, Italy is destined 
to play a decisive role in the war 
and bring about its end. 

“The end of the war’is clearly 
predicted, and as there was a 
new moon on August 28, 1916, 
counting 13 lunar months from 
then and taking intoaccount the 
fact that the sun crosses the sign 
of the Lion in summer, it is com. 
paratively easy to calculate ap- 
proximately that, according to 
the prophecy, the war will end 
toward the middle of next Sep- 
tember, until when ‘‘great de- 
vastations over all the world will 
happen.”’
